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Appalachian poverty too 
complex to blame on coal 



The Lexington Herald Leader 
rehashes the old canard that pov- 
erty in Appalachia is tied to coal: 

Kentucky’s coal counties rank 
among the poorest 10 percent in 
the nation, while other Appala- 
chian counties, where there is no 
coal, have figured out how to 
build stronger economies. 

A list of ARC designated dis- 
tressed counties in Appalachia 
includes 38 counties. The list 
runs from Pike County in the east 
to Monroe County in the west. 
Most of the distressed counties 
aren’t even coal producing coun- 
ties. 

A look at counties producing 
coal in Appalachian Kentucky 
shows roughly 10 counties (out 
of 38) that are, in fact, large scale, 
coal producing counties. These 
10 counties have mines that gen- 
erate coal valued in excess of 
$100 million. They are: Perry, 
Bell, Pike, Floyd, Breathitt, 
Harlan, Knott, Martin, Letcher 
and Leslie County. Two addi- 
tional counties, Magoffin and 
Lawrence, mine coal valued at 
approx. $45 million. These num- 
bers aren’t a great way to gauge 
how sizable these counties coal 



operations are, but they are a nice 
approximation. 

Many of the ARC’S distressed 
counties don’t even mine coal. 
They include Monroe, Bath, 
Carter, Casey, Clinton, 
Cumberland, Estill, Hart, Lee, 
Lewis, Lincoln, McCreary, 
Powell, Robertson, Russell and 
Wayne County. That’s 16 eco- 
nomically distressed counties 
where zero mining takes place. 
Further, it doesn’t include dis- 
tressed counties where there are 
a very limited number of mines. 

An unbiased editorial board 
might look at these numbers and 
conclude that poverty is en- 
trenched in the region for reasons 
other than coal. They might look 
to finger other culprits, such as 
culture or the excesses of the 
welfare state. Much of the pov- 
erty in the region is generational 
and affects hundreds of families 
whose only experience with coal 
is its use in the stoves and stok- 
ers. Alas, when it comes to coal, 
there’s no such thing as an unbi- 
ased editorial board at the Lex- 
ington Herald Leader.

Doctor’s Rx for health 
reform: primary care for all 



Oct. 15 — Rhode Island phy- 
sician Michael Fine, who worked 
in rural Tennessee, boils down 
the recent events in health reform 
nicely in the Daily Yonder. On 
the Senate Finance Committee’s 
big reduction in penalties for not 
buying health insurance, he 
writes: 

“There was talk about giving 
some people incentives to help 
cushion the financial blow, but 
it didn’t take a rocket scientist to 
figure out any Senator or 
Congressperson who voted for 
such a scheme would probably 
never get elected to anything 
ever again. ... Now there is a 
$750 penalty (instead of $4,000) 
for families of four earning 
$160,000 a year who don’t buy 
health insurance. That is to say, 
the Senate Finance Committee 
made the mandate go away. But 
they left the new rules for health 



insurance companies in place. 
Insurance companies don’t get 
50 million new customers, but 
they do have to think about pay- 
ing the health care costs of 
people who are actually sick.” 
Fine says rural America needs 
health care, not expensive health 
insurance, and concludes, “The 
country needs a health care sys- 
tem, not just health insurance 
reform. We need to provide pri- 
mary care to all Americans, be- 
cause primary care costs next to 
nothing ($300-500 per person 
per year, compared to health in- 
surance, which is $5,000 to 
$6,000 per person per year) and 
if we provide primary care to all 
Americans, we’ll have a system 
that is fair, a system that is af- 
fordable, and a system that is 
about health for everyone, not 
profit for corporations.”

George Rogers Clark (1752- 
1818), a tall and talented Virgin- 
ian, came west as a surveyor, but 
it was as a military leader during 
the Revolutionary War that he 
made his mark. In 1778, Clark 
launched a daring campaign 
against British posts in the Illi- 
nois country north of the Ohio 
River. He surprised the enemy 
and secured the western frontier 
for our young nation. (He also 
founded the city of Louisville in 
1778.) 

Clark’s western campaign is 
still regarded as one of the most 
brilliant in American military his- 
tory. Dedicating the Clark Me- 
morial in Vincennes, Indiana, in 



1936, President Franklin 
Roosevelt called the campaign a 
“flash of genius.” The treaty that 
ended the Revolutionary War in 
1783 ceded the Northwest Terri- 
tory to the United States, whose 
borders now reached the shores 
of the Mississippi River. 

Clark, The Conqueror of the 
Northwest, should have been tri- 
umphant, but his fortunes were 
already declining. He was deep 
in debt because he pledged his 
own credit to fund his famous 
campaign, and Virginia refused 
to pay most of his claims. 
Plagued by alcoholism and poor 
health, he lived out his life con- 
vinced he had never received the 
credit a man of his accomplish- 
ments deserved. 

Mel Hankla portrays Clark for 
Kentucky Chautauqua. Hankla 
has been active in frontier era liv- 
ing history since the early 1980s. 
Hankla is a flintlock gunsmith 
and makes several traditional 
long rifles every year. A lifelong 
resident of Jamestown, he has a 
master’s degree from western 
Kentucky University. Hankla 
also portrays frontiersman Simon 
Kenton for the Chautauqua pro- 
gram.

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Morgan County ARH provides 
tips for preventing H1N1 flu 



Morgan County ARH, health 
departments and doctors’ offices 
that have been busy caring for 
patients complaining of possible 
H INI flu symptoms have a piece 
of advice to share when it comes 
to the flu virus: Don’t panic. 

While health care workers are 
committed to caring for an treat- 
ing the sick, patients who seek 
treatment at Morgan County 
ARH’s emergency room for 
these flu-like symptoms are not 
immediately given a test to di- 
agnose H1N1, said Morgan 
County ARH physician James 
Frederick, M.D. 

“Want to provide the best care 
we can,” Dr. Frederick said. “The 
influenza quick test was not de- 
signed for H INI and is not al- 
ways accurate. Since this influ- 
enza virus is different in some 
ways, the clinical symptoms may 
vary and present themselves in 
different ways.” 

Dr. Frederick recommends 
that patients talk to their health 
care provider to determine what 
at-home remedies can be used to 
treat symptoms. If symptoms es- 
calate and get profoundly worse, 
one should consult a physician, 
he said. These more severe 
symptoms include bluish color, 
rapid or labored breathing, se- 
vere diarrhea and/or if symptoms 
appear to have subsided and then 
return. 

H1N1 is spread like seasonal 
flu, so good hygiene is important 
in preventing both types. 

Use a tissue to cover coughs 
and sneezes, then wash your 
hands. Hands should never be 
used to mask any cough or 



sneeze. If a tissue is not avail- 
able, sneezing into the elbow is 
recommended, according to in- 
formation published by Gateway 
District Health Department. 

According to the publication, 
sneezing or coughing into your 
hand and then shaking the hand 
of another person can actually 
spread germs and viruses jus as 
easily as sneezing or coughing 
into someone’s face. 

It is recommended that if 
someone is sick, he or she stay 
at least six feet away from other 
people. Droplets of germs can 
travel at least six feet. 

Other recommendations in- 
clude: 

• Don’t share personal items, 
such as towels, washcloths, 
forks, spoons, cups, razors or 
toothbrushes. 

• As always, hand washing is 
very important. The use of warm, 
soapy water and washing for 15 
to 20 seconds is adequate for pre- 
venting the spread of germs. 

• If you cannot wash your 
hands, use an alcohol-based hand 
sanitizer. Everyone is encour- 
aged to get vaccinated for sea- 
sonal flu as well as H INI. 

J.D. Miller, M.D., vice presi- 
dent of medical affairs for the 
ARH system, said the H1N1 flu 
vaccine is distributed to local 
health departments and that ARH 
is working closely with those 
departments to help administer 
vaccine to ARH employees in 
order to protect patients and to 
keep ARH health care workers 
healthy so they can continue to 
serve the community’s medical 
needs. 



ARH will work with the lo- 
cal health departments in admin- 
istering the vaccine to the gen- 
eral public if the health depart- 
ment requests the health system’s 
assistance in doing so, Dr. Miller 
said. 

When the H1N1 vaccine is 
available in large quantities in 
Morgan County, there is a prior- 
ity group that will be vaccinated 
first. This group includes: 

• Health care workers. 

• Pregnant women. 

• Persons over age six months 
to 24 years. 

• Household contacts and 
caregivers of children under six 
months old. 

• Children age 5-18 with a 
chronic medical condition. 

• Healthy persons age 25-64. 

Dr. Miller said at this point, 

ARH hospitals have received 
some vaccine. More is expected 
shortly and eventually he expects 
there will be enough vaccine for 
everyone who wants to receive 
it. 

Notice will also be given 
when there will be flu vaccine 
clinics in the area. 

The Gateway District Health 
Department, St. Claire Regional 
Medical Center and the Morgan 
County School Board are work- 
ing together to ensure safety for 
the public, and to make sure the 
same information is given accu- 
rately to everyone. 

For more information, call the 
H1N1 hotline at 1-877-843- 
7727. The hotline is open seven 
days a week, 8 a.m. to 10 p.m., 
and is provided by the Kentucky 
Department of Public Health.

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Fire safety tips to observe during the 
upcoming winter housefire season 



Each year, more than 4,000 
Americans die and more than 
25,000 are injured in fires, many 
of which could be prevented. Di- 
rect property loss due to fires is 
estimated at $8.6 billion annually. 

To protect yourself, it is impor- 
tant to understand the basic char- 
acteristics of fire. A fire spreads 
quickly; there is no time to gather 
valuables or make a phone call. 
In just two minutes, a fire can 
become life threatening. In five 
minutes, a residence can be en- 
gulfed in flames. 

Heat and smoke from fire can 
be more dangerous than the 
flames. Inhaling the super-hot air 
can sear your lungs. Fire produces 
poisonous gases that make you 
disoriented and drowsy. Instead 
of being awakened by a fire, you 
may fall into a deeper sleep. As- 
phyxiation is the leading cause of 
fire deaths, exceeding burns by a 
three-to-one ratio. 

BEFORE A FIRE 

The following are things you 
can to protect yourself, your fam- 
ily and your property in the event 
of a fire: 

Smoke Alarms 

• Install smoke alarms. Prop- 
erty working smoke alarms de- 
crease your chances of dying in a 
fire by half. 

• Place smoke alarms on every 
level of your residence. Place 
them outside bedrooms on the 
ceiling or high on the wall (four 
to 12 inches from the ceiling), at 
the top of open stairways, or at 
the bottom of enclosed stairs and 
near (but not in) the kitchen. 

• Test and clean smoke alarms 
once a month and replace batter- 
ies at least once a year. Replace 



smoke alarms once every 10 
years. 

Escaping The Fire 

• Review escape routes with 
your family. Practice escaping 
from each room. 

• Make sure windows are not 
nailed or painted shut. Make sure 
security gratings on windows 
have a fire safety-opening feature 
so they can be easily opened from 
the inside. 

• Consider escape ladders if 
your residence has more than one 
level, and ensure that burglar bars 
and other antitheft mechanisms 
that block outside window entry 
are easily opened from the inside. 

• Teach family members to 
stay low to the floor (where the 
air is safer in a fire) when escap- 
ing from a fire. 

• Clean out storage areas. Do 
not let trash, such as old newspa- 
pers and magazines, accumulate. 

Flammable Items 

• Never use gasoline, benzene, 
naphtha or similar flammable liq- 
uids indoors. 

• Store flammable liquids in 
approved containers in well-ven- 
tilated storage areas. 

• Never smoke near flammable 
liquids. 

• Discard all rags or materials 
that have been soaked in flam- 
mable liquids after you have used 
them. Safely discard them out- 
doors in a metal container. 

• Insulate chimneys and place 
spark arresters on top. The chim- 
ney should be at least three feet 
higher than the roof. Remove 
branches hanging above and 
around the chimney. 

Heating Sources 

• Be careful when using alter- 



native heating sources. 

• Check with your local fire 
department on the legality of us- 
ing kerosene heaters in your com- 
munity. Be sure to fill kerosene 
heaters outside, and be sure they 
have cooled. 

• Place heaters at least three 
feet away from flammable mate- 
rials. Make sure the floor and 
nearby walls are properly insu- 
lated. 

• Use only the type of fuel des- 
ignated for your unit and follow 
manufacturer’s instructions. 

• Store ashes in a metal con- 
tainer outside and away from your 
residence. 

• Keep open flames away from 
walls, furniture, drapery and 
flammable items. 

• Keep a screen in front of the 
fireplace. 

• Have heating units inspected 
and cleaned annually by a certi- 
fied specialist. 

Matches & Smoking 

• Keep matches and lighters up 
high, away from children and, if 
possible, in a locked cabinet. 

• Never smoke in bed or when 
drowsy or medicated. Provide 
smokers with deep, sturdy ash- 
trays. Douse cigarette and cigar 
butts with water before disposal. 

Electrical Wiring 

• Have the electrical wiring in 
your residence checked by an 
electrician. 

• Inspect extension cords for 
frayed or exposed wires or loose 
plugs. 

• Make sure outlets have cover 
plates and no exposed wiring. 

• Make sure wiring does not 
run under rugs, over nails or 
across high traffic areas. 

• Do not overload extension 
cords or outlets. If you need to 
plug in two or thee appliances, get 
an UL-approved unit with built- 
in circuit breakers to prevent 
sparks and short circuits. 

• Make sure insulation does 
not touch bare electrical wiring. 

Other 

• Sleep with your door closed. 

• Install A-B-C type fire extin- 
guishers in your residence and 
teach family members how to use 
them. 

• Consider installing an auto- 
matic fire sprinkler system in your 
residence. 

• Ask your local fire depart- 
ment to inspect your residence for 
fire safety and prevention. 

DURING A FIRE 

Burning Clothing 

• If your clothes catch fire, you 



should stop, drop and roll until the 
fire is extinguished. Running only 
makes the fire burn faster. 

Escaping A Fire 

• Check closed doors for heat 
before you open them. If you are 
escaping through a closed door, 
use the back of your hand to feel 
the top of the door, the doorknob 
and the crack between the door 
and the doorframe before you 
open it. Never use the palm of 
your hand or fingers to test for 
heat - burning those areas could 
impair your ability to escape a fire 
(i.e., ladders and crawling). 

• Hot doors - Do not open. 
Escape through a window. If you 
cannot escape, hang a white or 
light-colored sheet outside the 
window, alerting firefighters of 
your presence. 

• Cool door - Open slowly and 
ensure fire and/or smoke is not 
blocking your escape route. If 
your escape route is blocked, shut 
the door immediately and use an 
alternate escape route, such as a 
window. In clear, leave immedi- 
ately through the door and close 
it behind you. Be prepared to 
crawl. Smoke and heat rise. The 
air is clearer and cooler near the 
floor. 

• Crawl low under any smoke 
to your exit - heavy smoke and 
poisonous gases collect first along 
the ceiling. 

• Close doors behind you as 
you escape to delay the spread of 
the fire. 

• Stay out once you are safely 
out. Do not re-enter. Call 911. 

AFTER A FIRE 

The following are guidelines 
for different circumstances in the 
period following a fire: 

• If you are with burn victims, 
or are a burn victim yourself, call 
911, cool and cover burns to re- 
duce chance of further injury or 
infection. 

• If you detect heat or smoke 
when entering a damaged build- 
ing, evacuate immediately. 

• If you are a tenant, contact 
the landlord. 

• If you have a safe or strong 
box, do not try to open it. It can 
hold intense heat for several 
hours. If the door is opened be- 
fore the box has cooled, the con- 
tents could burst into flames. 

• If you must leave your home 
because a building inspector says 
the building is unsafe, ask some- 
one you trust to watch the prop- 
erty during your absence.

Shelby Valley scored four 
touchdowns in the third quarter 
to break open a tight game en 
route to a 49-8 rout of visiting 
Morgan County last Friday. 

The Cougars drove the ball 44 
yards on 15 plays to start the con- 
test — but the drive halted when 
quarterback Farrin Collins was 
intercepted deep in Shelby Val- 
ley territory. The Wildcats capi- 
talized on the turnover by taking 
the ball 98 yards on 16 plays for 
a touchdown at the 8:00 mark of 
the second quarter. 

Shelby Valley added another 
score on their next possession 
courtesy of a 26-yard pass play, 
a 17-yard quarterback scramble 
and 30 rushing yards. The Cats 
led 14-0 at intermission. 

An unsuccessful on-side kick 
to open the third quarter back- 
fired on the Cougars — with 
Shelby Valley recovering near 
midfield. The Cats then scored on 
a 48-yard touchdown pass to ex- 
tend their lead to 21-0. 

The home team then put the 
game out of reach with three 
more scores on a combined nine 
plays from scrimmage. Quarter- 
back Cody Varney accounted for 
a pair of touchdowns with run- 
ning back B. J. Roberts adding 
the third for a 43-0 lead. Roberts 
then tacked on a 57-yard scoring 
run in the 4th quarter to account 
for Shelby Valley’s final touch- 
down. 

Brian Turner’s team avoided 
the shutout when Kerrick Kidd 
picked up 32 rushing yards and 
then scored on a seven-yard run. 
A two-point conversion by Adam 
Cooper made for the 49-8 final. 

As a team, the Cougars fin- 
ished with 204 yards on 45 car- 
ries. Kidd led the effort with 81 
yards, while Mitchell Harvey fin- 
ished with 69. Cooper had nine 
carries for 36 yards. 

Defensively, junior Corey 
Ciarrochi paced the team with 
three solo tackles and four as- 
sists. Cooper had three solos and 
one assist. 

The Cougars will be back at 
home this Friday against district 
rival Bath County.

MSU football coach will 
be shoeless on Saturday

If you’ve ever had the privi- 
lege of meeting Morehead State 
University head football coach 
Matt Ballard, you know he’s a 
man who embraces life. When 
opportunity presents itself, he’s 
usually the first on board — espe- 
cially when it can make a posi- 
tive difference in someone’s life. 

On Saturday, Ballard will as- 
sume his usual position on the 
MSU sidelines as the Eagles host 
Marist on Homecoming Day. But 
the coach will do so without 
shoes. That’s right — the school’s 
all- time winningest coach will 
walk the Jayne Stadium turf in 
his bare feet. It’s all a part of 
Ballard’s partnership with 
Samaritan’s Feet, a non-profit 
organization that works to pro- 
vide shoes for needy children 
around the world. Ballard’s goal 
is to raise funds and awareness 
for the organization by becom- 
ing the first college coach in the 
nation to go ‘shoeless’ during a 
game. 

“It’s a privilege for me to team 
with Samaritan’s Feet,” Ballard 
said on Tuesday. “They certainly 
didn’t have to twist my arm. It’s 
an awesome opportunity to do 
something that will make a posi- 
tive difference in the lives of so 
many young people.” 

Samaritan’s Feet started in 
Africa but has since spread to all 
parts of the world. The Barefoot 
for Bare Feet program was made 
popular by IUPUI men’s basket- 
ball coach Ron Hunter. Since 
coaching bare foot last season, 
Hunter has been joined by sev- 
eral other coaches around the 
country. More than a quarter of a

million shoes have been collected 
thanks to Hunter’s efforts. 

Ballard now wants to lead the 
way among his football coaching 
peers. During the game, fans will 
have the opportunity to text the 
word “SHOES” to 85944 and 
five dollars will be added to their 
next bill and donated toward a 
pair of shoes for a needy child. 

Not only will Ballard coach 
barefooted this weekend, but he 
also plans to travel overseas af- 
ter the season to help deliver the 
collected shoes. 

“My goal is to see this project 
all the way through,” Ballard 
said. “It would be a great bless- 
ing to wash the feet of young 
children and slip those shoes on 
their feet. It’s a special thing to 
be a part of.”

Since deer hunting season is 
upon us, here is a receipe. 

AMERICAN DEER CHILI 
2 lbs. ground deer 
2 tbsp. oil 

2 cups chopped onion 
2 crushed garlic cloves 
2 cans canned tomatoes 

1 beef bouillion cube 

2 tbsp. chili powder 
2 tsp. salt 

1 tsp. oregano 
2(15 oz) can kidney beans 
Brown deer meat. Add onion, 
garlic, tomatoes, bouillion cube 
chili powder, salt, oregano. Cover 
and simmer for 2 hours. Add 
undrained beans and simmer 20 
minutes. 

Hint: Put a tablespoon of but- 
ter in water when cooking rice, 
macroni, or dried beans to keep 
from boiling over. 

Hins: Never put a cover on 
anything that is cooked in milk, 
unless you want to spend hours 
cleaning up.
